It is realised that it will 
take time to send a British 
fleet to the Far East, but 
‘every-one is confident that 
Britain's existing strong land 
and air forces in the Far East 
are ‘capable of effective de- 
fence in an emergency until 
the promised fleet arrives and 
then, instead of being defen- 
sive, it js confidently anti- 
cipated that Britain’s activi-!

After Columbia, he scuaed Sarr- 
skrit at Oxford. In preparation 1or 
researches into the Buddhist re- 
Hgion whitch cccupied his next 
three years. He travelled widely 
dn India in these years and pur- 
sued courses of study at a number 
of Indian untvers‘ties. At Oxford, 
he secured the degree of BLitt. 


SOCIAL SCIENCE 


Returning to Yenching, be was 
appolnted Professor of Social 
Science, History and Comparative 
Religion. He héld professorships 
Jater at the National Tslng Hua 
and Natlonal Peking Universities, 
and joined, 1m vas. 1936, the 
faculty of Hongkong University, 

He early distinguished himself 
as a short story writer, contribul- 
ing to the Short Story Monthly 
published by the Commercial Press, 
writing under the peu-name ‘Lo 
Hua Sheng” (“Peanut”).

A SHORTAGE
